CONFERENCE 


Group Recommends That 
County Area Be Used In 
“Tests Which Are Planned 


A recommendation to the state 
committee on farm-forest manage- 
ment that El Dorado County be in- 
;¢luded as one of the areas for the 
j Carrying out of tests and demonstra- 
tions which the committee may plan 
in the interest of improving the 
management of small privately own- 
ed timber holdings was the out- 
growth of a two-day conference of 
foresters which adjourned on Tues- 
day afternoon. 


The meeting, held at the Mt. 
Danaher station of the State Di- 
vision of Forestry, concluded with a 
tour of sections of the county in 
which, it was estimated, there would 
be 200,000 acres of land containing 
some privately owned timber which 
might be benefited by such a pro- 
gram. 


This area, the conference indicat- 
ed, would lie immediately west of 
the national forest boundary, ex- 
tending on the north side of the 
county as far westerly as the Mo- 
ther Lode highway and approach- 
ing that line on the south side of 
the county.

SAN FRANCISCO, (lPi—Califor- 
nia weather conditions were well 
mixed today, with cloudy conditions 
prevailing in the north, rains along 
the north coast, fair weather in the 
south and frosts forecast for to- 
night throughout the state. 


A rainstorm which broke a cold 
spell over the weekend ‘moved out, 
leaving light precipitation in most 
areas and additional snow in the 
mountains. 


The storm turned into an elec- 
trical disturbance along the south- 
ern California beaches, producing 
lightning and rain close to cloud- 
burst proportions last night, Dam- 
age was minor.

Winter held almost the entire 


country in an icy grip Wednesday 
as heavy snows blanketed the south 
and east and another’ sub-zero 
Wave moved down from the Arctic 
circle. 


From the Texas Panhandle to 
middle Georgia southerners slipped 
and skidded to work in one of the 
most severe cold spells the south 
has endured in a decade. 

In the far east snowfalls up to 12 
inches delayed traffic. In the mid- 
dlewest temperatures dropped ab- 
ruptly and threatened to go even 
lower than the near-record depths 
of last week. 

An ominous note came from the 
Pittsburgh area. where ice gorged 
rivers and conditions paralleled 
those preceding the disastrous 1936 | 
flood. A sudden thaw and rain now | 
might mean repetition of the dis- 
aster.

In that tournament he carried the 
then national open champion, Tony 
Manero, to the 23rd hole before los- 
ing, and Manero, as well as all the 
other pros, had tagged him as a 
youngster to watch. 

The next time I saw him was in 
a bitter match with Gene Sarazen 
in the 1937 P. G. A. free-for-a}l at 


Shawnee-on-the-Delaware. The two| 


battled on even terms through eigh- 
teen holes and went on into a sud- 
den death battle. Sarazen was play- 
ing straight, beautiful golf and De- 
maret was scrambling for his pars. 
On the third or fourth extra hole 
Sarazen had a difficult, curling, 
five-foot putt for a win, but be- 
fore he could stroke the putt De- 
maret walked up and conceded it by 
knocking it away. 

Sarazen wanted to know why De- 
maret would concede such a tough 
putt, particularly when it meant his 
defeat. 

Jimmy grinned and answered. 

“Listen, Gene, you’ve been playing 
beautiful golf all day and I’ve been 
lucky to stay this far. When I’m 
playing this way I don’t deserve to 
win and you do. So let’s get back to | 
the clubhouse.”
